FUND-RAISING IN FRANCE

Paris 

This year’s * Aid to Israel” campaign 
in France has so far raised about £50,000. 
it was announced at a meeting here this 
weck of Parisian and provincial leaders 
of the French Zionist Federation. A 
1951 target of £150,000 has now been 
set which, while representing only the 
modest average contribution of 10s. per 
head of the Jewish population, represents 
a big advance on the less than £50,000 
realised last year when “ Aid to Israel © 
joined forces with the Fonds Social Juitf 
Unifié (F.S.J.U.), the fund-raising organi- 
sation for domestic French Jewish 
institutions, in a United Jewish Appeal, 

The Zionist Federation, . it was 
announced, has appointed ai sub- 
committee to study the implications of 
the declared intention of the F.S.J.U. 
to launch a new journal of its own. M. 
J. Jefroykin,. editor of the old-estab- 
lished Zionist fortnightly, La Terrt 
RerRouVER, issued a warning thai the 
F.S.J.U. paper. lavishly produced, would 
be the organ of a group of powerful 
assimilationists, whose ambition, he 
alleged, was to gain control of the com- 
munity. 


PLOT TO BURN 
KNESSET 


Reli gious Zealots 
Arrested

JERUSALEM 

Israeli police have arrested 44 men 
and one womian believed to be impli- 
cated in an alleged plot to burn down 
the Knesset. The arrested persons 
are stated to be members of Brit 
Hakanaim (Covenant of the Zealots), 
a militant organisation for the preser- 
vation of ultra-Orthodox Judaism, 
and violently opposed to the measure 
to conscript religious women. 


Incendiary Bomb Found 


Police suspicions were aroused by the 
peculiar behaviour of a number of 
people outside the Knesset building in 
Jerusalem on Monday night, after the 
House had risen. Some of these per- 
sons .were searched and were found to 
be in possession of an incendiary bomb 
and detailed plans for setting fire to the 
K nesset. Widespread police searches 
were at once begun and further arresis 
foHowed. Eight of those arrested have 
since been released on bail. 

Those arrested are believed to include 
many of the leaders and most of the 
members of Brit Hakanaim. 

Police searches are stated to have led 
to the discovery in the former St. John’s 
Hospital, now shared by the British Con- 
sulate in Jerusalem and a Zeire Agudat 
israel hostel, and in Porat Yoseph, m 


Katamon. and in the Bet Yaacov School ° 


(both institutions belonging to Agudai 
Israc!) of stores of arms and ammunition, 
including two Sten guns, three pistols, 
some sub-machine- and Bren-gun maga- 
zines, 1.764 rounds of various types of 
ammunition, six bombs. of military type 
believed to be filled with explosive, and 
34 bottles of paraffin, in addition to nine 
ounces of hashish.

“CEASE DRAINAGE 
WORK” CALL 


Motion Before U.N.

FLUSHING 

The United Nations Security Council 
is meeting here to-day (Friday) to vote 
on a four-Power resolution calling on 
Israel to stop all drainage operations in 
the demuilttarised zone in the Huila area 
until a satisfactory arrangement has been 
concluded through General Riley, the 
U.N. Chief of Staff in Palestine. The 
motion, which was tabled jomily by 
Britain, France, Turkey, and the United 
States, has been condemned by Mr. 
Eban, the Israeli delegatc, as “ rash and 
one-sided.” 

The resolution, introduced on Wednes- 
day by Mr. Warren Austin (U.S.A.), 
condemns the Israch aerial attack on 
Syrian positions last month, as well as 
military action by either party, as 
violations of the Armistice Agreement - 
asks Israel to allow Arab civilians who 
were removed from the area to return to 
their homes: and upholds the authority 
of the Chairman of the Mixed Armistice 
Commission for the supervision of the 
demiluarised zone 


Britain's Attitude 


It also asks Isracl to comply with the 
request of the U.N. Chief of Staff that the 
Palestine Land Development Company 
be instructed by Israel to cease all opera- 
tions in the demilitarised zone until agree- 
mem is reached: and suggests that in all 
disputes, the interpretation of the Mixed 
Armistice Commission shall prevail. 

Sir Gladwyn Jebb (Britain) said 
that both Israe! and Syria had a duty 
under the Armistice Agreement 
abstain. from any effort: to assert thei 
sovercigmy in the zone. If Israel con- 
sidered the Armistice Agreement defec- 


tive it should bring its complaint to the 
U.N. He.expressed the view that a fina! 
settlement berween Israel and Syria 


might lead to similar settlements between 
Israc! and other Arab States. 

The four-Power. resolution, which 1s 
similar to a draft: resolution. circulated 
earlier by the Syrian delegate, was 
strongly. criticised by Mr. Eban at. a 
press conference after the Council. had 
adjourned, kt showed, he said, a com- 
ple.e disregard for Israel’s rights under 
the Armistice Agreement and was an 
attempt to “ strike a blow against Israel's 
vital and Jegitumate interesis.”’

Socialists Blame Government 


_The Socialists blame the Federal 
Government for the Nazi revival. In a 
broadcast on Wednesday, Dr. Schumacher. 
the Socialist leader, accused Dr 
Adenauer’s Government of being too 
lemient towards the German extremists 
and called on the authorities to use force 
to halt the activities of the many neo-Nazi 
splinter groups. He alleged that the 
growth of the Nazi groups had been 
encouraged by the Government's failure 
to create sound economic and social con- 
ditions. This failure had nurtured 
nationalistic and anti-democratic instincts 
in the German. people again. 

Newher the Federal nor Provincial 
authorities have shown any great desire 
to Outlaw the neo-Nazi movement. even 
though Remer and his colleagues have 
openly stated that their intention is fo re- 
establish a Hitler-type régime in Germany. 
The Federal Ministry of the Interior, i 
i$ true, has drafted a law for the regula- 
tion of political parties within defined 
limits, but it is thought here that there 
will be objection to the adoption of the 
law in the Bundestag. | 

Anxious to strengthen its links with 
overseas extremist organisations, the 
S.R.P. sent Dr. Richter to the first con- 
ference of the “ Fascist International "’ 
at Malmé last week-end. Delegates from 
eight couniries met under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. Per Engdahl, a Swedish 
fascist leader, to draw up a pdlan which. 
they hope, will lead to a fascist revival

Work of Central Council 


The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen spoke on the 
work of the Central Council at the after- 
noon session. Mr. A. Krausz presided. 
Dr. Cohen appealed to the provincia! 
communities to support the Council. 

Dr. J. Braude’ said the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations was 
anxious to co-operate in the main educa- 
tional effort. They would be glad to 
have the co-operation of the Jewish 
Agency in London on condition that the 
final authority of the Chief Rabbi was 
recognised. 

The Rev. C. Pearl and Messrs. S. 
Davies. A. M. Hurwitz (Leeds), H. 
Wayne (Wesicliff), the Rev. E. Drukker 
(Jesmond Hebrew Congregation, New- 
castle). Mr. D. Galinsky (Yeshiva Etz 
Chaim), Dr. J. Braude, and the Rev. R.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Without Blemish 


“ Whatsoever hath a blemish, that shall 
ye not bring; for it shall not be accept- 
able for you” (Lev. xxii, 20). 


N an age when the very thought 

of animal sacrifices is abhorrent 
~ tO many, it is worth while con- 
sidering the moral implications of this 
form of worship. The laws governin 
the disqualification of sacrifices a 
officiants in the Sanctuary are of 
special value. The Torah distinctly 
states that every animal offered had 
to be physically perfect and without 
fault. Likewise the priests who 
ministered in the Sanctuary were to 
be perfect physical specimens without 
blemish. 


To the list of blemishes enumerated 


in the Book of Leviticus the rabbis 


added many more variants. The 
reason given is both rational and 
obvious. The Sanctuary was to 
serve as the symbol of perfection. 
The offering to God was to be the 
best man could offer. He dare not 
succumb to the temptation to give 
just what he felt was good enough for 
the sacrifice. Only the perfect offering 
was required of him. Similarly, the 
priest who approached the Sanctuary 
had to be beyond reproach and must 
in moO way convey the impression that 
the Sanctuary could harbour any 
form of imperfection. 


‘THE terms of the injunction govern- 

ing the quality of the sacrifice are 
worthy of note. The text clearly 
States that the defective offering was 
not acceptable to him who brought 
“It shall not be acceptable for 
you “—not for God. The -moral 
responsibility rested upon the wor- 
shipper. He was to be conscious that 
he was committing an offence by 
attempting to fob off something 
unworthy. A mere expression of his 
formal obedience to religious duty 
was not true worship. God made 
no demand for such sacrifices, but if 
an Offering were brought it must be 
without fault or blemish. 

But physical defect was not the 
only disqualifying factor in the form 
of worship practised in the Sanctuary. 
In addition to the demand for 
physical perfection there was required 
a spiritual wholeness which was 


reflected in the state of Levitical | 
purity to be attained by those who — 


entered the Sanctuary. This invisible 
disqualification imposed even 
greater moral responsibility upon the 
priest and the layman. For there 
were no outward symptoms to reveal 
these defects. The onus lay upon the 
person concerned to pay due regard 
to his own state and to refrain from 
polluting anything with which he 
came into contact. He who was 
Levitically impure had to exert self- 
discipline in order not to defile the 
Sanctuary by his presence. ' 


"THESE moral obligations imposed 
upon worshippers and officiants, 
may serve as a useful’ object lesson 
for all time. If religion is to. have 
any real meaning, and if its purpose 
is to be made manifest, it should aim 
at the goal of perfection. It should 
inspire those who claim to possess it 
with a sense of deep responsibtitty. 

Religion is a charge to maintain 
constant awareness of the presence of 
God in the life of men. The world 
is man’s Sanctuary. He cannot 
approach it, still less live in it, while 
he suffers from the defects. of 
impurity. 

The Jew must be especially 
conscious of his position, for he 
belongs to a “kingdom of priests.” 
His is the task to minister and to 
serve at all times. He must avoid all 
such actions as may create a blemish 
upon his body or his soul, which 
would disqualify him from playing 
his part in the service of the 
Sanctuary. 

Judaism clearly defines the duties 
imposed upon our priesthood. They 
are not confined to any specific time 
or place. We are called upon to 
serve constantly, and, therefore, there 
is imposed upon us: the duty of 
constant vigilance. There can be no 
relaxation of this sense of awareness 
of our responsibility, whether the 
duties affect our life at home, our 
service in the synagogue, Or our Ccon- 
tacts with our fellow-man. Ours ts 
the sacred calling to be holy to the 
Lord our God, for He is holy, and 
holiness implies the striving for 
perfection. 


ISRAEL’S INDEPENDENCE DAY

Mr. Eliahu Elath, Israeli Minister in 
Britain, said that when, three years ago, 
the Yishuv undertook the great adven- 
ture, they had no illusions—failure coukl 
result only in their complete extermina- 
won. 

It was the determination of a free, 
democratic, and progressive society, said. 
Mr. Elath, which finally triumphed over 
the feudal and backward régimes of the 
invaders, 

Mr. Elath said that while Israc! could 
justly be proud of the achievements of 
the past three years, nothing would be 
more dangerous than to forget. amidst 
the rejoicings, the problems which still 
remain unsolved. 

Capt. G. Chetwynd, M.P., and Mr. 
E. B. Wakefield, M.P.. who were mem- 
bers of the first British Parhamentary 
delegation to Israel, both stressed the 
tremendous ood will towards this 
country that they found in Israc!. They 
also expressed their admiration of what 
they had seen in Israel and their confi- 
dence that the new State would develop 
successfully. 


Disquieting Events 


Dr. S. Levenberg drew attention to 
three disquieting evems: the position of 
the Jews in Iraq: the incidents on the 
Isracli-Syrian border; and the emer- 
gence of a strong neo-Nazi party in 
Lower Saxony. He said that-they all 
served aS a warning to Jews and the 
world at large. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, President of 
the Board of Deputies, said that British 


Jewry had particular reason for 


rejoicing in view of their contribution 
which had helped to make this celebra- 
tion possible. The attitude of British 
Jewry that the establishment of Israel 
would be in the best interests of this 
country had proved completely justified 
The Rev. J. K. Goldb’oom said that 
the Joint Palestine Appeal campaign had 
so far resulted in £1,000,000 being col- 
lected. They must now mobilise every 
effort to collect the second million.

HISTORICAL BUILDING 


The Spitalfields Great Synagogue 
(Machzike Hadath), Brick Lane, London, 
E., which has been redecorated and is to 
be reconsecrated by the Chief Rabbi in 
June (as reported in this paper last 
week), was recenily scheduled by the 
Ministry of.Local Government and Plan- 
ning as a building of architectural and 


historical interest. Built in 1743 by 
Huguenot refugees, it was originally 
known as “ Neuve Eglise.”” «Later x 


became a Wesleyan Chapel and at onc 
time it was also known as *“‘A Mission 
House for Converting Jews.” The 
premises were leased to the Machzike 
Hadath community in 1898 and the 
frechold was bought 29 years ago. 


SNOBBERY ! 


At a public meeting recently, I was 
shocked to hear one of our communal 
leaders, whose name | withhold for 
obvious reasons, speak in disparaging 
terms of the East End. After referring 
to the lack of “good” synagogues in 
Tel Aviv, he said tothe audience, mostly 
residents of Hampstead: “ You would no 
more think of sending your children to 
these [Tel Aviv] synagogues than u 
would to those in the slums of the Bast 
End.” The speaker who, because of his 
communal activities, should know better, 
apparently forgets that the East End has 

ovided us with many of our communal 
ecaders, and was the cradle of Zionism 
in this country besides having been the 
birthplace Jews who made 
names for t ves in other spheres. 


VISITORS FROM BRAZIL 


Three influential Jews from Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, are expected to arrive in this 
country shortly. are Mr. David 
Kopenhagen, Dr. Arnoldo Felmanas, and 
his brother-in-law, Dr. Moysés Kauff- 
mann. The first-named, who is regarded 


as the “Cadbury” of Brazil, began 
manufacturing his products at home and 
died them from door to door until 
became established as the most modern 
manufacturer and retailer of confection- 
ery in the country. Mr. Kopenhagen was 
President of Sao Paulo Keren Hayesod 
Campaign in 1946-47. Dr. Feimanas, 
President of the United Zionist Organisa- 
tion in Sao Paulo, is a business man 
having close relations with the Sao Paulo 
Government. He is expected to stay only 
a few days in this country and then 
on to Israel. The third visitor, Dr. Kaufl- 
mann, is a partner in the Tabacow Carpet 
manufacturing company, one of the 
biggest of its kind in Brazil. He takes 
an active part in Jewish communal life, 
and is the founder of the Sao Paulo 
Jewish Federation. As chairman of the 


Emereency Campaign of 1948, Dr. 

Kauffmann greatly assisted the cause of 

Israel.

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manner. Others fek frankly that they 
could not live financially in accordance 
with the elementary decencies and dignity 
associated with the ministerial office. 

They found that the evil situation 
whereby ministers, because of the low 
salaries they received. had to supplement 
their incomes by gifts of one kind and 
another, was too humiliating for them 
to endure. There were many other 
motives for leaving Britam, including an 
evangelical zeal to teach Judaism 
overseas 

In a review of the present background 
against which preachers were called 
upon to engage in their duties. the Chief 
Rabbi said that they must take serious 
cognisance of the world situation if they 
desired to be helpful to their congre- 
gants as well as to themselves. There 
was a feeling of “ inevitability "that war 
would come. which was shared by both 
sections of a divided world. They, on 
their side, were afraid of the’ attempt 
on the part of the Kremlin to make the 
world safe for Stalinism. They feared 
that Communism was making a serious 
attemm to engulf the whole world. But 
he should imagine from what he had 
read and tried to appreciate that on the 
other side they were afraid of encircle- 
ment—that the capitalist world might 
wish to contain the onward march of 
Communism, and that the war was inevi- 
table. The feeling of “ inevnabhility 
seemed to be penetrating not only politics 
and sociology, but also the spiritual and 
mora! sphere. 


Peace Without Fear 


In the past year many of them had 

cn approached to participate in cer- 
tain Peace Movements on which he had 
made a pronouncement, asking ministers 
to be careful about the bona fides of such 
approaches. He had been very severely 
attacked on both sides of the “Iron 
Curtain,” but he fek that the attuude 
he had taken up then had been abso- 
lutely correet. They believed in universal 
peace. But it must be a peace which did 
not cornmtain in wu elements of fear or 
terrorisalion. 

The Chicf Rabbi went on to examine 
the position of world Jewry, especially 
in relation to the State of Israci. The 
leaders in Israel, he sand, had recognised 
that more than 80 per cent of world 
Jewry was determined to live outside the 
State. He had said a number of things 
about events which had taken place in 
Israc! from the religious point of view, 
and hoped that he would continue to say 
them. But let them not forget that there 
were men and women who had aban- 
doned all opportunities which they 
undoubtedly possessed in the lands of 
the Diaspora and had gone to Israel to 
build. 

Those people had in common one 
attribute—a

expressed itself in an extraordinary self- 
lesaness which could be described as 
deeply spiritual. He said that in spit 
of the fact that he was most apprehensive 
concerning the educational problems in 
Israe! to-day. 

Rabbi Brodie concluded by expressing 
his gratification that there were men in 
the ministry in Anglo-Jewry and in the 
Commonweakhh who were true to their 
vocation and who were endeavouring to 
cominue their spiritual work under diffi- 
cult circumstances and even in face of 
frustration.

address, Rabbi Dr. W. Gottlieb read a 
paper on “ The Diaspora and Isracli,” in 
which he said that any professional 
representative or chalutz who came to 
this country from Israel would be 
welcomed, but if Israel sent religious 
emissaries should ascertain that they 
were the right men. Judaism could nor 
live on philosophy or mystical Chas- 
sidism alone: there must be halacha and 
strict loyalty to Jewish practice and 
tradition. The Hebrew University was 
dear to them all, but it was not a 
sufficient hechsher for all its lecturers if 
their religious views did not qualify them 
to become spirnual leaders. 

lt was their duty, as a body as well 
as individually, vo support Israel to their 
mmost, by word and deed. There shoud 
be no ambiguous talking. The minister 
must lead his community in that most 
sacred mifzva. and show that he had 
rasped the full significance of that great 
Giotorie evem. kt must be their aim as 
a body of preachers to: bring about a 
revival and strengthening of Judaism at 
home. It should be a well conceived 
and planned campaign for Yahadut in 
all spheres, but particularly in Jewish 
education, Shabbat, kashrut,. 7aharat 
Mishpacha, and Tefilla. For that there 
must be harmony, understanding, and, 
possibly, unity among themselves. 

There might be disagreement on some 
points, but there was no need to attack 
one another in_ public. The effect of 
such occasional outbursts on the prestige 
of the ministry as a whole would be 
disastrous. They should try to co-operate. 
under the guidance of their Chief Rabb: 
and his Beth Din, and in full consulta- 


‘thon with other rabbanim and re/igious 


organisations. It was their duty. to 
influence spiritual development in Israel 
They should demand from the Jewish 
Agency that religious education in the 
Diaspora be assisted bya central adminis- 
tration, which had a religious attitude to 
education. 
Divergent Paths 


The Rev. B. N. Michelson, who 
opened the discussion, spoke of the 
danger of a deepening gulf between the 
Jews of Israel who spoke Hebrew and 
enjoyed abundant facilities to observe 
the Law, and Diaspora Jewry, existing 
aS a minority among the nations. Now 
that the State had been established, many 


no longer felt the same sense of respon- 


sibility to their people. 

Rabbi Dr. A. Melinek said that minis- 
ters had a clear duty to reawaken the 
religious consciousness of many who 
remained indifferent to the spirrtual call 
of the synagogue. They should endeavour 
to strengthen communal organisations in 
their efforts to revitalise their educational 
institutions. He also stressed the impor- 
tance of kasher meals for schoolchildren. 

Rabbi M. Spira and the Rev. I. Levy 
also took part in the discussion. 

The Rev. Dr. lL. K. Cosgrove presided 
at the afternoon session, .when a paper 
on “The Approach of the Minister to 
the Questionings of Youth,” was read 
by the Rev. C. Pearl. 

Mr. Pearl said that until the age of 
emancipation it had been possible for 
Jews to live only within their own 
Jewish civilisation. To-day large num- 
bers of Jews were casting off their 
Judaism altogether and embracing the 
Gentile way of life.

Most Refugees Resettled 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. K. G. YounGer, Minister of State, 
said in reply to Mr. T. Beamisu (Con.., 
Lewes), last Friday, that it was expected 
that by the time the Internationa! 
Refugee Organisation closed down there 
would remain on the books of that 
organisation very few refugees capabic 
of resettlement abroad and not already 
absorbed into the economies of the 
countries. where they now lived. , 

Good progress had been made in 
solving the .problem of the so-called 


“hard core” and it was anticipated that. 


the residue of some 10,000 institutional 
cases would be dealt with by the end 
of thé current year, cither by reseitie- 
ment schemes abroad or by arrangements 
made locally. 

After the organisation closed down, 
he added, Governments and private 
organisations would still be able to 
arrange for the repatriation or emigra- 
tion of persons formerly.on the books 
of the I.R.O.. who may desire or be 
capable of such movement. 

The principal function of the United 
Nations High C ommiussioner for 
Refugees, who was appointed by a deci- 
sion of the United Nations General 
last autumn, would be to 
provide legal protection and advice, and 
he would not be responsrbie, as the 
International Refugee Orgamsation had 
been, for resettlement. He would, how- 
ever, advise and assist States and private 
organisations in their’ activities relating 
tO repatriation and resettiement.

The Foreign Minister, Mr. Herbert 
Morrison. wrote: “I look forward with 
confidence to the continued maintenance 
of the close relations which exist between 
our two parties.” 

Mr. E. Shinwell, Minister of Defence, 
wrote: “It is importam that the, rela- 
tions between the Poale Zion and the 
British Labour Party should continue to 
be of the friendliest character. ; 
forces of democracy are threatened, and 
it is for the social democratic parties 
throughout the world to use all their 
endeavours in order to resist the threat. 
I have no doubt about our ukimate 
success.” 

The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. Mr. James Griffiths, wrote: 
“The firmly established friendship of 
Poale Zion and the Labour Party is one 
which we value and cherish.” 

The Chairman of the Labour Party, 
Miss Alice Bacon. M..., wrote: 
“ During the year relations between the 
Labour Party and the Labour movement 
of Isracl have grown stronger and we 
were delighted to welcome (in conjunc- 
tion with the T.U.C. and the Co-opera- 
rive movement) a delegation from the 
Histadrm which resulied in even closer 
ties between our two movéments.” 

Dr. Levenberg said that they had now 
embarked on the second stage of Zionist 
realisation, Kibbutz Galuyot, which was 
the responsrbility not only of Israel but 
of the Zionist movement and of the 
whole Jewish people.

week. 


The best way to remove misunder- 
standing and prejudice among dificrent 
groups, said Mr. Polack, was for them 
to meet and work together. As far 
as Jews and Christrans here were con- 
cerned, that task was made casier because 
of the common principles which Chris- 
tiantty had adomed from Judaism and 
the Bible. 

Jewish-Christian relations in this’ 
country, he went on, were. on the whok, 
satisfactory Where Bretain was con 
cerned Jews might well banish the term 
amtisemitism from their vocabulary. 

Describing efforts made by the Council 
of Christians and Jews to remove existing 
causes of friction and prejudice, Mr. 
Polack stresse importance of 
education in iis carlest stages, when 
unfair Beneralisations might create bias.

ARAB REFUGEES 


The Rev. W. W. Simpson 
in Israel

JERUSALEM 

The recent conference convened in 
Beirut by the World Council of Churches 
to discuss the problem of Arab refugees 
was “forced to the conclusion that the 
situation was one in which the majority 
of the refugees would have to setile in 
new homes,” the Rev. W. W_. Simpson, 
who took part in the conference, told me 
in an interview, But this, he added, was 
dependent on the co-operation of the 
Arab Governments. 

Mr. Simpson arrived in Jerusalem on 
Friday for short visit to Israel at the 
imvitation of the Government. It is the 
first time he has been here. ‘ 

The delegates, he explained to me, 
split up into two groups, spending three 
days visiting refugee camps in Jordan 
and the Lebanon, and then conferring 
for four days. 


Demand for Repatriation 


“ The general reaction from the refu- 
gees themselves was that the only thing 
they were interested in was repatriation,” 
Mr. Simpson said. 

“We had the impression.” he con- 
tinued, “ that this msistence on repatria- 
tion was very largely conditioned by the 
complete absence of any other alter- 
native. The refugees have been exposed 
to every kind of agitation, and there 1s 
a certain amount of evidence of Com- 
munist-inspired agitation.” 

The World Council of Churches 
believes that there can be no permanent 
settlement of the refugee nroblem apart 
from the settlement of the political issues 
still unresolved between the Arab States 
and Israel. and that Christians ought to 
brine all the pressure they can on, their 
respective Governments and on_ the 
Linitted Nations to bring about a settle- 
ment of the political and economic 1ssucs. 

“ The problem is of the utmost impor- 
tance for Israel.’ Mr Simpson said 
is not a problem which Israel can 
solve. but a problem towards the solu- 
tion of which Israel. in company with 
other member nations of the United 
Nations. has a real contribution to 
make.” 

The World Council of Churches repre- 
sents all the churches throughout the 
world of every denomination with the 
exception of the Roman Catholic.

United Nations sources said on 
Monday night that the Syrian Govern- 
ment had indicated its readiness to sign 
a three-point agreement which was 
drafied during meetings between Israelis 
and Syrians on Friday and Saturday.

MR. BEN-GURION’S VISIT TO NEW YORK 


By WILLIAM ZUKERMAN 


(THe Jewisu Curonicte New York Correspondent) 


Gurion’s visit to the United States 

coincided with the MacArthur 
storm which swept the country like 
a tidal wave and carried everything on 
its crest. The entire press, radio, 
television, and other vehicles of 
public opinion were preoccupied with 
the dramatic MacArthur story, and 
practically everything else of impor- 
tance was obscured, including the 
elaborate preparations for the Israeli 
Premier's visit. 

The advance publicity of the Ben- 
Gurion visit was left almost entirely 
to the Jewish press, which, curiously 
enough, exerts less influence among 
Jews in this country than it does in 
most other countries. And most of 
the important events which preceded 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s official reception, 
such as the opening of the Israeli 
bond drive on May |, the arrival of 
the Israeli Cabinet Ministers, and the 
elaborate preparations for the cele- 
bration of the third anniversary of 
independence, passed here 
almost without notice in the general 
press.

Cheering Crowds 


Not until New York City’s official 
reception to Mr. Ben-Gurion, on May 
9. which was proclaimed Ben- 
Gurion Day” by the Mayor of New 
York, did reports of the Premier's 
visit appear on the front pages of 
American newspapers. The reception 
accorded to all prominent visitors— 
the. parade down Broadway to the 
City Hall, the cheering crowds lining 
the streets. roofs, balconies, and win- 
dows of the skyscrapers, the rain of 
white tape, the martial music, the 
pageantry of marching soldiers, and 
New York policemen on motor-cycles 
accompanying the car of the guest of 
honour—all this was given to Mr. 
Ben-Gurion in generous measure. 
New Yorkers love these spectacles 
because it is at such times that their 
city appears at its best, especially if 
the event occurs, as it did on this 
occasion, on a sunny spring day. 


The Ben-Gurion cavalcade went off . 


according to convention, but H was 
noticeable that the crowds were 
smaller than prophesied by the Jewish 
press; and they .consisted almost 
entirely of Jews. The cheering was 
vociferous and genuine, especially 
when the Premier's car passed 
through the garment district, and 
there were many signs of emotionalism 
along the route. 
Festive Mood 

The -climax was reached on the 
evening of May 10 at Madison 
Square Garden, where Mr. Ben- 
Gurion was given a typical American- 
Jewish reception. The huge hall, 
which accommodates 20,000 people, 
was packed to capacity with a 
predominantly middle-class, well-to- 
do crowd of people, well dressed, and 
in festive mood, like an opera audi- 
ence at a first-night gala performance. 
The meeting was divided equally 
between honouring the Premier and 
fund-raising. The stage and the hall 
were beautifully decorated, and the 
evenings programme was executed 
with artistic taste and precision. There 
was a balanced blend of music, light- 
ing effects, pageantry, and speeches 
of Israeli and of American patriotism 
—all in accordance with the well- 
known pattern and technique of high- 
pressure fund-raising perfected after 
years of practice and experience by 
the United Jewish Appeal and other 
organisations. Fund-raising has 
become an art, or a profession, in 


American Jewry—-Mr. Henry Hur- 


witz, editor of the MENORAH JOURNAL. 
has called it “The Jewish Heavy 
Industry of America”—and it has 
evolved its own skilful managers and 
even artists. The Madison Square 
Garden rally was organised by the 
two highest-rankjng men in the new 
rofession—Henry Montor and Meyer 
W. Weisgal—and they did a creditable 


The second part of the evening, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s speech, was less 
glamorous and less effective. He had 
a carefully prepared diplomatic 
speech in his pocket, which was dis- 
tributed to the press in advance and 
was even published in some early 
editions of local newspapers. But he 
abandoned the text of the prepared 
speech, and delivered a self-confident, 
almost boastful and defiant, address, 
the speech of a man who has made 


good despite difficulties, who is con 
scious of it and: wants to tell the 
world about it. He clearly associated 
himself with Israel, not only politi- 
cally but psychologically, and he 
spoke of it in personal terms: Israel 
was a success, and it owed its success 
to its own efforts, to its courage, 
determination, and strength of will; 
it was true that the United Nations 
and others had helped, but without 
the indomitable spirit of the people of 
Israel there would never have been 
a Jewish State. 


Unlimited Immigration 


He enunciated the three well-known 
principles of his programme: (1) 
Unlimited and uncontrolled immigra- 
tion to Israel on a huge scale. He 
stressed this point again and again, 
almost in exultation. “We admitted 
600,000 Jews in the first three years, 
despite the fact that the Mandatory 
Power claimed that 15,000 was the 
limit of Palestine’s absorptive 
capacity. We will admit 600,000 
more in the next three years, and no 
one shall stop us.” 

(2) The partnership of Israel with 
the rest of the Jewish world. Israel 
was the home not merely of the Jews 
of Israel but of the Jews of the rest 
of the world. “ You American Jews,” 
he said, pointing at the aud:ence, 
“ you have gained as much in prestige, 
dignity, and self-confidence by the 
creation of Israel] as did the Jews of 
Israel. The people of Israel may 
demand sacrifices from American and 
other Jews because they, the Israelis, 
sacrifice much.” 

(3) Israel, said the Premier, is a 
democracy, the only one in. the 
Middle East. one which is destined to 
serve as an example for the other 
States in that part of the world and 
lead them to civilisation. 


Eban’s Eloquence 


The speech was delivered in the 
rasping voice of a campaign orator, 
and contrasted unfavourably with the 
eloquence and emotionalism of that 
given by Mr. Eban, the Israeli 
Ambassador to the United States, who 
preceded Mr. Ben-Gurion, and who 
“stole the show.” 

An impartial observer would prob- 
ably .be fully justified in reporting 
that, while Mr. Ben-Gurion called 
forth considerable respect and even 
some admiration on his visit to New 
York, he failed to touch the heart of 
the emotional New York Jew. He 
may be the. right kind of leader for 
Israel in its present mood, but he 
would hardly be great success 
among New York Jews. They were 
duly impressed ; some of them were 
even thrilled by the title “ His Excel- 
lency the Premier of Israel” ; but they 
were not moved, not even touched, as 
they so often were in the same huge 
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hall by the late Stephen Wise, fo, 
example, or by Rabbi Hillel Silver. 

This does not mean that the 
Premier's visit to the United States 
has not been a success. For from i: 
But the opinion prevailing here is tha: 
Mr. Ben-Gurion and five of his lead. 
ing Ministers did not come to the 
United States at this critical juncture 
in Israel's history merely to attend , 
celebration of Israel's independence 
or even to launch the bond issue. The 
chief purpose of the visit, it 
believed in certain quarters, is polit;- 
cal and diplomatic. It is alleged tha: 
secret meetings have taken place jp 
Washington from which Israe! 
emerged as a fully fledged partner of 
the United States. 

But of these negotiations there 
little reliable information. One can 
report, however, that the highly senxi- 
tive and emotional Jews of New York 
were pleased and proud at the visit of 
the first Premier of Israel. But a< 4 
person Mr. Ben-Gurion has left no 
lasting impression on New York. no; 
even on New York Jews.

NEO-NAZI GAINS IN 
AUSTRIA 


Vote Doubled in Salzburg 
From our Correspondent 


VIENNA 

A disturbing gain in the neo-Nazi vote 
emerges as the most significant result of 
the recent Austrian Presidential clection 
(which was briefly reported in last week's 
Jewish CHRONICLE). An analysis of the 
full voting figures show thai Dr. Burghard 
Breitner, candidate of the Union of 
Independents, polled 662.559 votes (15.4 
per cent). or about 173.000 more than the 
neo-Nazis obtained at the last general 
elections in November. 1949 

In the festival city of Salzburg, the 
neo-Nazis, with 67,000 votes. more than 
doubled their 1949 figures. Similar 
alarming advances were recorded in other 
provincial capitals, such as Graz (451,000 
votes), and Innsbriick (56,000 votes). In 
Vienna, the neo-Nazi candidate received 
130,000 votes, about 48,000 morc than 
at the last election. 

The candidate of the Catholic People’s 
Party, Dr. Gleissner, polled 1.725.000 
votes, 120,000 fewer than at the gencral 
elections. The Socialists, with 1.682.000 
votes, had about the same support at the 
1949 election. The Communists showed 
no progress, securing only 220,000 votes. 

As no candidate received an absoluic 
majority, there will be a second ballot on 
May 27 between the Catholic and 
Socialist candidates Since the first con- 
test between these candidates was very 


‘close. it is evident that the final result 


will depend on the neo-Nazi vote.

ISRAEL IN MIDDLE EAST 
DEFENCE PLANS

Israclis are giving a mixed reception 
to the growing move in favour of imelud- 
ing Turkey and Greece in the Aflantic 
Pact. It is recognised that ths develop- 


' mem. which arises out of the presence of 


these two countries in the Council 
of Europe, fits in with the general loge 
of Western preparations. 

Ai the same time is. feared that 
Israch's newral postion will become 
more difficult to maintain if the Atlantic 
Pact organisation 1s extended so far casi- 
wards. Relations Israe] and 
Turkey are becoming closer; Mr. Ben- 
Gurion paid a special tribute to this fact 
during one of his press imerviews in 
New York.

CONFERENCE OF 
PREACHERS 


FROM Tuesday to Thursday this week the 
Ninth Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers 
has been meeting in London. Elsewhere in 
this issue will be found a report of the first 
day's proceedings, and later reports will 
appear in due course. The value of this 
biennial assembly of Jewish preachers from 
all parts of Britain scarcely needs stressing. 
it presents our ministers with a regular 
opportunity for meeting in fellowship and 
taking counsel together on matters of 
common concern. Additional to this more 
professional aspect, however, its delibera- 
tions vitally concern the Jewish public. For 
our preachers cannot dwell in an isolated 
ivory tower, but must always regard them- 
selves as the spiritual guides of the com- 
munity. It is entirely fitting, therefore, that 
the programme of this conference should 
have been largely devoted to themes of 
practical urgency at the present time. Most 


of the subjects discussed affect the general * 


laity no less than the ministry, and our 
reports of this conference should therefore 
receive the. close consideration of all our 
readers. 

The Presidential address by the CHIEF 
Rappi set the right atmosphere for the con- 
ference, by opening up a broad perspective 
while also coming to grips with the realities 
of to-day’s situation. In this post-war 
world events move fast, and Rabbi. Bropig 
dealt meisively with some of the important 
changes that have occurred during the last 
He discussed, for instance, the 
migration of ministers from ‘this country to 
South Africa and elsewhere. Some of those 
ministers, at least, may have been actuated 
by a sense of frustration here and by the 
prospect of greater initiative and indepen- 
dence overseas. But pfobably compara- 
tively few have been influenced by the 
“ evangelical religious zeal to which the 
CHier referred. There seems no 
reason why men possessing a true sense of 
vocation should prefer tending the spiritual 
vineyards overseas to those at home. As 
regards the duty of preachers in the present 
world situation, it is clear that no pulpit 
message can be effective which fails to apply 
Jewish teaching to social and international 
problems. Judaism must be shown capable 
of making its own specific contribution to 
the safeguarding of civilisation and to the 
securing of peace based on principles of 
righteousness and justice. 


Most fundamental of all recent changes 
has been the establishment of the State of 
Israel. The CuHier finely recognised 
its implications for preachers, when he 
warned his colleagues that they would have 
to readjust their approaches and attitudes 
in the light of that stupendous event in 
the history of their people. More difficult 


of precise definition is the exact working. 


out of the interpretation that Anglo-Jewish 
preachers may be expected to give regarding 
the significance of this event. At any rate, 
helpful guidance was afforded by the impor- 
tant statement that the leaders in Israél had 
recognised the fact more than 80 per 
cent of world Jewry was determined to live 
outside the Land of Israel. Turning from 
Israel to the Commonwealth, Rabbi Bropie 
noted that an increasing number of Jews 
had recently settled in Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada, and. other parts of. the 
Commonwealth. This is a significant 
development, and perhaps fraternal, or, 
better still, working, delegates from British 
lands overseas might be invited to attend 
the next Conference, as they did last year

After the opening address, the now thorny 
subject of “ The Diaspora and Israel” was 
introduced by Rabbi Dr. W. GorTrTLies. 
The discussion—as also a similar one at last 
week-end’s Conference of the Central Coun- 
cil for Jewish Religious Education—unfortu- 
nately showed that the animosities are still 
rankling which were aroused by last year’s 
Paris conference organised by the Jewish 
Agency's Department of Education and 
Culture in the Diaspora. In the interests of 
the communities, it is to be hoped that these 
recriminations between rival educational 
authorities will speedily be terminated. 


“The Approach of the Minister to the 
Questionings of Youth” was the vital 
subject brought before the Conference by 
the Rev. Cuaim Peart. The discussion of 
this topic showed a welcome awareness of 
current requirements. A notable contribu- 
tion to the debate was Rabbi L. MILLER's 
suggestion that the time had come to 
provide another “ Guide to the Perplexed ” 
for the present generation, and that the 
Cuier Rapeat should undertake it, because 
it was not only youth which was questioning 
but adults as well. If this attitude of mind 
reflects the general mood of our ministers, 
then the laity can feel confidence that their 
spiritual leaders are not unmindful of their 
responsibilities. 


ISRAEL AND SYRIA 


le the draft resolution on the Hula trouble 
in Israel, tabled before the Security Council 
on Wednesday by the United States, Britain, 
France, and Turkey, comes to be adopted, 
then Syria will have discovered that a little 
bit of aggression now and then certainly pays. 
For the framers of the resolution to assert 
that the drainage operations in the Hula area 
are im defiance of the terms of the armistice 


‘agreement seems to be reading into it far 


more than it actually contains. There ts no 
specific reference at all in the agreement to 
the drainage scheme (the concession for 


which. it must be recalled, was taken over. 


by the Palestine Land Development Com- 
it must be presumed, there- 
fore, that those who are ready to condemn 
lsrael—and entirely overlook in the process 
the Syrian aggression which is directly con- 
trary to the armistice agreement—base their 
opinion on paragraph | of Article Il, which 
states that “ The principle that no military 
or political advantage should be gained 
under the truce ordered by the Security 
Council is recognised.” If it is accepted 
that the continuation of work beneficial 
to the whole area, especially in_ the 
proper direction of irrigation and _ the 
elimination of a malarial plague-spot, is of 
“ military or political advantage,” then the 
Syrians can rejoice that they have scored a 
victory for stagnation. That, in any event, 
seems to be their purpose, as it is that of 
most of the other Arab States, which blindly 
refuse to see that the State of Israel has 
come to stay. The infliction of additional 
embarrassments on a hard-pressed Israel is 
an obvious tactic for the Syrians, who are 
themselves not in the least incommoded by 
such events. To allow the Syrians the 
unimpeded benefit of such tactics, and by 
that measure to prevent the Israelis from 
accomplishing beneficent works that will 
help them to rise above their present internal 
difficulties, is a disservice to the cause of the 
peace and stabilisation in the Middle East 
that ostensibly the Western Powers wish for.

NEW FASTS AND FEASTS 


THe marking out of Nisan 27 by the 
Knesset in Israel (as reported in our last 
issue) as a Memorial Day for the six million 
Jews martyred by the Nazis in recent years 
in Europe serves to bring to the fore a prob- 
lem which is quite independent of the com- 
memoration itself. It is, alas, fitting that a 
day of memorial should be observed by Jews, 
to recall the fate of so many of their brethren 
who died in horrible circumstances through 
the unparalleled savagery of their European 
murderers ; it is, in fact, far from an exaggera- 
tion to liken the new memorial day, as did 
Mr. SPRINZAK, the Speaker of the Knesset, to 
a “second Fast of Av.” ‘Presumably, there- 
fore, it is proposed in Israel-.to honour this 
day annually on a religious plane, and 
presumably, too, the religious authorities in 
Israel were consulted first. A problem is 
thereby raised in more acute form over which 
there have been mutterings before. What is 
the position, with regard to the declaration of 
new feast or fast days, as between Israel and 
the Jewish communities of the Diaspora ? 
There is, of course, no dispute about the old- 
established yomim tovim or yomim tsomot, 
and if any new ones instituted in Israel were 
to be considered simply as the founding there 
of, say, the equivalents in a new State of 
“ bank holidays,” then there would be no 
need for comment. But here the matter can 
be put on a wider basis, for the whole of Jewry 
may be said to be involved. Other examples 
have occurred, fairly recently, of clashes 
between both rabbinical and lay authorities, 
even where what might be called an ad hoc, 
as distinguished from an annual, fast day was 
proclaimed. There was, for instance, a 
noticeable lack of liaison between the Pales- 
tine Rabbinate and rabbinates abroad when 
the former declared a fast day for “all 
Jewry ~ in August, 1947, as a protest against 
the “Exodus” incident; certainly British 
Jewry did not take any official part in the 
fast. In a different sphere, that of the “ Jewish 
Child’s Day ” instituted first in England four 
years ago and later taken up by Common- 
wealth Jewries, there has been a lack of co- 
operation also. In this country, where the 
idea originated, the Day is celebrated on the 
seventh day of Chanucah ; in Israel, which 
adopted the idea in 1949, it was decided to 
celebrate it on the birthday of the late 
HENRIETTA SZOLD. No one will wish to 
accuse Israel of suffering from a rush of 
sovereignty to the head, but the Israeli 
authorities ought to remember that there is 
a moral obligation to fulfil. The arbitrary 
declaration of new Jewish feasts and fasts 
should be eschewed, and if Diaspora Jewry 
is to be expected to add to its religious 
calendar, it should at least be consulted 
beforehand. |

History of Syria, including Lebanon and Palestine. 
By P. K. Hirti. Macmillan. 42s.

Students of the Middle East must be gratefy) 
to Professor Hitti for giving them this clear and 
readable account of Syrian history. As apy 
American scholar of Syrian birth, he is wel!

Professor Hitt has been especially successfy! ip 
weaving together daia from historical literary 
religious, and archzological sources in his treat. 
ment of the great age of the Arabs. 


Different Faiths 


Perhaps the most serious criticism that can he 
levelled against the book is of a ceriain lack of 
proportion. Professor Hitti quite rightly defines 
Syria in the sense in which the word was used in 
islamic and to a large extent in classical time: 
that is. the area of the present States of Syria. 
Lebanon, Jordan, and Israel, with paris of SW 
Turkey. Ancient Palestine is thus included. enab- 
ling the author to reckon monotheism as one of 
the major Syrian contributions to mankind Yet 
the book concentrates almost entirely on pagan and 
Arab Syria, devoting comparatively little atiention 
to Christianity and Judaism. The dismissal of 
Biblical history in 30-odd pages. and of the life and 
death of Jesus in two, can excused on the 
ground that it is a well-known siory that needs -no 
retelling—but how explain the cursory treatment o! 
Syriac Christianity, its literature and its influence 
‘and the complete omission of the Mishna. the 
Jerusalem Talmud, and the Massoreies ” Hille! 
and Akiva, Barhebracus and the great Byzaniine 
hynyn-writer, Romanus, are surely no less important 
in Syrian history than the many minor Latin and 
Greek writers of Syrian origin or residence whom 
Professor Hitti discusses at length. 

Only the last 50 pages or so are devoted io the 
period since the Ottoman conquest in 1517. and of 
these only three to the period since 1919 

A final word of. thanks is due to both author and 
publisher for the many well-chosen and well-repro- 
duced illustrations and maps. The printing and 
«paper offer a welcome change in these days o! 
austerity.

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BUDAPEST’S THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


By Professor ALEXANDER SCHEIBER 
(Director of the Jewish Theological Seminary of Hungary) 


the Jewish Theological Seminary 

of Hungary have appeared 
recently in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
and in papers in other countries, 
including Israel. It is, therefore, 
necessary that the Jewish public 
should receive from a reliable source 
some idea of the present status of the 
Seminary and an objective account of 
its post-war activities. 

The Seminary, founded in 1877, is 
the only State-supported rabbinical 
‘seminary in the world. Because of 
its publications and the quality of its 
professors and graduates, many of 
whom have become professors or 
directors of theological institutions 
abroad, it has become one of the best- 
known institutions of its kind in the 
world. tts former students included 
such scholars as the late Adolph 
Biichler, former Principal of Jews 
College, London; Samuel Krauss. 
Director of the Israeclitisch-Theolo- 
gische Lehranstalt, Vienna; Michael 
Guttmann, Professor of the Jiidisch- 
Theologisches Seminar. Breslau, and of 
the Hebrew University : and Raphael 
Patai, Professor of Dropsie College. 
Philadelphia. Other graduates have 
filled rabbinical posts overseas. Those 
who remained in Hungary built up the 
structure of the modern Hungarian 
Jewish communities. 


Important Cultural Centre 


The Seminary’s publications have 
made Budapest an important Jewish 
cultural centre. For 65 vears it 


FLICTING reports about 


has published the German-language ° 


“ Magyar Zsido Szemle™ (Hungarian 
Jewish Review), for 15 vears the 
Hebrew-language “ Hazofeh.” and for 
six vears “ Hassoker,” also in Hebrew. 
It has also developed the Hungarian 
Jewish. Literary Society, which, 
through its publications, has created 
a new Jewish literature in Hungary. 
The society has published 65 editions 
of a Jewish year book, as well as 
important historical works. 

The institution suffered severely as 


a result of German occupation. On 
March 20, 1944, the day after the 
Nazis occupied Hungary, the buildin 
of the Seminary was taken over ran 
turned into an internment centre for 
Jews. Teaching was suppressed and 
the equipment stolen. Part of the 
library was also taken, and it was only 
last year that many of the missing 
books were found in Prague. In 
October, 1944, Hungarian Nazis— 
members of the Arrow Cross Party 
~-took over the building. The library 
was later destroyed by bombing. 

After the Liberation, the members 
of the teaching staff and the pupils 
who had survived the occupation 
salvaged what remained of the library. 
The building was repaired through the 
generous support of the Hungarian 
Government, the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee, and the 
Central Office of the Hungarian 
Jewish Community, and the Hun- 
garian authorities agreed to maintain 
the institution. On March 22, 1945, 
the Seminary was reopened. 


Stimulating Religious Life 


Since then 22 students have 
obtained their rabbinical diplomas, 
three of them in the present academic 
year, Some are employed in Hungary : 
others have gone overseas. In order 
to stimulate religious life, students and 
professors of the Seminary, as well as 
rabbis, tour the country frequently. 
giving: lectures and conducting 
religious services. 

Services are held regularly every 
Friday evening at the Temple of the 
Seminary. Once a month training 
courses are held for post-graduates. 
In 1945 a department was opened to 
train religious instructors, both male 


and female. and in 1949 a section for 


training cantors was established. 

To replace the volumes destroyed 
in the library the Seminary has 
acquired the libraries of Hungarian 
Jewish scholars and rabbis who have 
died. Through the initiative of Dr. 
L. Jung and Professors L. Finkelstein 


and A. Marx, theological institutions 
abroad have sent us works published 
since the war. In addition. the 
Central British Fund has allocated a 
considerable sum to the Seminary for 
the purchase of books. 

Last year the library of the Pest 

Jewish community was transferred to 
the Seminary. The joint library, now 
known as the Central Library of Hun- 
garian Jews, has 60,000 volumes. It 
includes over 400 Hebrew manuscripts 
and incunabula which were hidden in 
a vault during the final stages of the 
war. 
_ Since the war the Seminary has 
issued several publications and 
memorial volumes which are regarded 
as a Valuable contribution to imter- 
national Jewish learning. One 
memorial booklet was issued in 1948 
on the 70th anniversary of the 
Seminary’s foundation: another was 
dedicated to the distinguished rabbi 
and writer, Isaac Pfeiffer. who died a 
martyrs death. 

The teaching staf has started pub- 
lication of the 700 Geniza fragments of 
the library of David Kaufmann. The 
first volume, “Ginze Kaufmann. 
1949.” has already been published - 
the second is now being prepared. 


New Charter Approved 


As a result of the separation of 
Church and State. theological. institu- 
tions in Hungary have been handed 
over to the various denominations. 
Thus, - the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, though maintained by the 
State. has been handed over to the 
Jewish community and is controlled 
by the Central Office of Hungarian 
Jews. The new Charter of the 
Seminary was accepted at a general 
meeting on February 20, 1951. New 
regulations for the institution § are 
being prepared. The Seminary has 
received great assistance from Mr. 
Lewis Stéckler, President of the 
Central Office of Hungarian Jews and 
of the Pest Jewish community.

GUIDE TO THE PERPLEXED

Jew came to a strange city inhabited

But what 
shall the modern Jewish traveller, or 
even resident, do with his worries in a 
metropolis like Paris, where the Jews 
are scattered and hard to distinguish 
from their neighbours, and their insti- 
tutions are fragmentary’ This is not 
at all a rhetorical question. Part of 
the answer is that, in practice, many

people address themselves to the

Their problems, always specifically 


Jewish, provide textbook illustrations of 
the perpetual tug-of-war, through space 
and time, between the opposite magnetic 
poles of tradition and assimilation, All 
often, also, they reveal the crippime 
elects of bygone persecutions, relieved 
withal by a touch of grotesque Jewish 
humour, Mhese case-histories fall into 
the domain of public interest, although 
the unwritten law of non-identification, 
of anonymity, has to be respected. 


Professional Psychologist 


The stalwart, sun-tanned gentleman in 
knickerbockers who strolled into our 
Paris office the other day, was a typical 
product—in outward appearance—of a 
remote British Dominion. He had the 
sclf-possessed demeanour of a man who 
does not seek, but gives advice. He 
iurned out to be a professional psycho- 
logist. Born and bred in Vienna, he had 
emigrated many years ago to a British 
Dominion, had become naturalised and 
lully assimilated, had established a 
flourishing medical practice, and led a 
comtented life. He had had many love 
affairs, but though he never cared much 
‘or Jewishness, he felt that only by marry- 
ing a Jewess could he achieve full matri- 
monial harmony, There was no one 
cligible in his adopted homeland. — So. 
now well into his fifties, but still hale 
and hearty, he had just spent »wo months 
(ouring Europe in search of a bride. In 
his native Vienna he had found one. 

Having previously shown me his pass- 
port, he now produced a photogra 
iaken in a Viennese café. There sat t 
girl of his choice encircled. by his pro- 
lective arm and accompanied by an 


elderly aunt as chaperon. . lt had been 
arranged that his fancée should join him 
in Paris, but that day he had received 
trom her a telegram in which she broke 
off the engagement He believed that 
the elderly aunt was to blame. The two 
women were the lonely surviving mem- 
bers of a large family, Perhaps they 
could not bear to be parted. At any 
rate. the girl had now rejected his offer 
of love, companionship, security, and a 
good social station, even though she was 
penniless and had behind her nothing but 
memories of Nazi concentration camps. 
He would‘not try to woo her back. He 


would look for another wife, but had . 


only a few more days left m Europe. 
What was he to do”? 

While some cross the oceans to dis- 
cover married bliss in Europe, others 
have to flee Europe to get happily 
wed. Not long ago, a quiet, well-man- 
nered Parisian Jew visited this office, and 
after a diffident preamble finally came 
to the point: he could not find a bride 
anywhere in France, because in this 
country Jewish famihes tend to inter- 
marry according to profession, tailors 
with tailors, lawyers with lawyers, and 
so on. His only hope, it seemed, was to 
get hold of a girl whose family could 
fly. he himself being an airman! But he 
had not succeeded in tracing any flying 
Jewish families. For the next six months 
he would be on the Air France passenger 
service to Indo-China. After that he 
would be on the Paris-New York line. 
and was hopeful of finding a mate in 
America. He wondered if he should not 
already insert an advertisement in an 
American-Jewish paper. for, as _ he 
remarked, ruefully rubbing his bald head. 
time flies. What was he to do”? 


Demands for Visas 


Matchmaking and matrimonial affairs, 
however, are by no means the sole, or 
even the principal, preoccupation of the 
Jewish Curonicte Paris Office. The 
procuring of visas and affidavits easily 
takes precedence. Every now and then 
Paris has a mild outburst of war panic. 
The French rush to the grocery shops in 
order to hoard sugar and coffee. he 
hundreds. nay, thousands, of Jews whose 
very souls were singed by the flames of 
Auschwitz and who have their bags ever 
packed, so that they may depart at a 
moment's notice, besiege the Palestine 
Office and the various Consulates. Some 
of the frustrated find their way into our 
office. They insist thai THe 


CHRONICLE should use its influence on 
their behalf, 

So far. fortunately. only one visitor 
has come with the firm conviction that 
we had the power. if not the will, to tssue 
a British visa. Truth to tell, he was a 
lwale bit out of his mind. although he was 
not so far gone that he could not eam a 
living at a skilled trade nor -heckle 
speakers at Jewish public meetings, as I 
have often observed him doing since. We 
received him with sympathy and tried to 
explain that even with the best will in 
the world we could not issue visas. He 
said he would not leave the office until 
we granted him one. and he began to 
rummage through some of our papers on 
the desk. When we forbade him to do 
that, he told us that he had lost a grown- 
up son. whom he was sufe to find in 
England. What was he to do” He 
burst into tears. What were we to do? 


Wealthy Industrialist 


An uncommon and complex case was — 


that of the wealthy industnalist with a 
bitter grievance agaist his novelist 
brother. Apparentiy. the novelist had 
abandoned Jewrshness. gallicised his 
name, and had even accepted a literary 
prize from an Arab Government at 
the very time when the new State of 
Israel was fighting for its life against the 
Arab countries. Israel triumphed, and 
the novelist suddenly returned to Jewish- 
ness and became an impassioned Zionist, 
even remembering to publish in a French- 
Jewish periodical a photograph of his 
father, who had been one of the first and 
best-known nineteenth-century Jewish 
pioneers in Turkish-ruled Palestine. So 
far, so g ’ But there was a slight 
flaw in the caption, which described the 
famous old pioneer not by his real Jewish 
name, but by the gallicised pseudonym 
of the young novelist. The industrialist, 
who had retained the father’s Jewish 
name and who. incidentally. owned to 
nurturing a lifelong dislike for his 
novelist brother, started. to raise Cain. 
He complained that the memory of his 
father had been insulted; and demanded 
that the novelist should be publicly repri- 
manded. it came to pass that the 
industrialist, after seeking and failing to 
obtain redress from the Jewish pubh- 
cation concerned, from the Israeli Lega- 
tion in Paris, and from various other 
bodies, finally brought the matter to our 
European bureau. He contemplated 
taking court action. he declared, What 
was he to do? 

A pleasant interlude was the visit we 
received from the Harrow schoolboy and 
his elder sister who, having come to live 
for a while in Paris. sought the company

NeWCASTLE-ON- TYNE 

The May meciing ine Newcasile 
Representative Counc) discussed a pro- 
posal by Mr. S. Tavroges that a com- 
muna! secretariat be estabiished to carry 
out the administrative work of all the 
institutions and chariiy organisations im 
the city 

The administration of the community 
was falling increasingly on the shoulders 
of a few volumtary workers, Mr. Tav- 
roges maintained. Unless the voluntary 
worker could be relieved of the detailed 
tasks which. efficiency 
the burden would become 
(oo heavy and would be impossible to 
find volumteers to replace the ptesent 
workers when they retired from office. 
He suggested that if the 500 families of 
the Newcastle community were to con- 
irebute am average of {£1 weekly to a 
central fund, the resulting £25,000 per 
annum would be . sufficient for the 
administrative’ needs of the whole com- 
munity and for the maintenance of the 
communa! secretariat 

The meeting decided to appoint a sub- 
commitice to consider whether such an 
office was necessary, and, if i was, to 
discuss ways and means of establishing it.

Fast End wb A. B. Levy.

The London Ghetto of to-day is but 
a ghetto in retrospect, a terrain passing 
rich im memories only. Even the his- 
toric Petticoat Lane bears but the ghost 
of a resemblance to its lusty Victorian 
counterpart.

expound their philosophy of salesman- 
ship on the radio! t had, indeed, 
seemed very possible that the “ good oid 
days" might pass unwept, unhonoured, 
and unsung. But there has been a par- 
ticularly imdustrious “chie!l amang us 
takin’ notes,” and we have to commend 
Mr. Levy on most aspects of his 
engaging “ East End Story.” For here 
we have a lutle volume of which pains- 
taking Henry Mayhew himself might well 
have been proud: wih the notable dis- 
tinction that Mayhew could never have 
written in a style tively and 
sirmulating. 

Here is no Baedecker approach to the 
regions east of Aldgate Pump, but a 
patient delving into the social, personal, 
educational, relgious, and anecdotal! 
associations of a district peculiarly rich 
in the unusual and bizarre. It was a 
happy thought which inspired the author 
to amplify the series of articles published 
in this journal in 1948, under the title 
“In -Search of the East End,” and to 
embellish the whole with sketches and 
photographs of his own, which lend 


point and piquancy to the. c¢qually 
piquam text. 
Ghetto Lore 
Gheiio studies in the past—particu- 


larly so far as concerned with the lay 
press—have suffered from their super- 
ficiality. They lacked the authentic 
atmosphere, as if their authors have been 
hestam to delve beneath the surface. 
Mr. Levy, on the other hand, revea's 
himself as steeped in ghetto lore, quick 
to apprehend the point of a Yiddish jest 
or, pencil! and notebook ready to hand, 
to jot down octogenarian memories. In 
this respect he treads hard on the heels 
of Mayhew, omitting nothing that might 
appear likely to captivate his readers. 
Consider, for example, his delightful 
chapter on the “Tablecloth Man,” 
wherein he interviews a venerable inmaic 
of the Beth Holim, limns for us a little 
apartment in that admirable Mile End 
institution, and induces the old gentk- 
man to tell him all about the nobile 
Haham Artom and the Purim “ goings- 
on” in Fowler's pickle factory 
The beauty of “ East End Story ” lies 
in the wide range of its appeal. The 
pictures apart——and ali are 
there is something for everybody, for 
those who reeret the passing of the 
“ olav hashalom days.” for others who 
delight in fast-vanishing types such as 
the “ baigel man,” and for such as love 
ro recall the exploits of Dan Mendoza, 
“the Sefardi school alumnus,” and the 
fistic prowess of Dutch Sam, Isaac 
Bitton, and ghetto denizens oi other 
days. Humour is here aplenty, either in 
ballads that once enjoyed an astonishing 
vogue, or in anecdotes that have lost 
none of their point with the passing of 
the years. Here, past and present are

JEWISH AND ENGLISH MARRIAGE LAW 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHRONICLE 
From Dr. ARON OWEN 


Sin.—The review, in your issue of May 
4, of a new on English marriage 
law coincided with the weekly Scriptura! 
reading which contains the 
passages reiading marriages between 
persons within the prohibited degrees of 
consanguinity. 

The Jewish law enacts that while a 
man may not marry his aunt (Leviticus 
xviii, 12-14). he may marry his niece. 
English law, on the other hand, allows 
a man to marry his niece only when she 
is the daughter of his wife’s brother or 
his wife's sister, but not when she is the 
daughter of his brother or sister (sec 
Marriage Act, 1949, First 
part 1). 

The case of In re De Wikon (1900) 
2? Ch. 481 had these rather special facts: 
“ Mrs. De Wikon was by birth a Jewess. 
but married a Christian in accordance 
with the rites of the Church of Eng’and. 
Her daugiter Eugenie was brought up as 
a Christian. In i876 Eugenie De Wilton 
became engaged to be married to her 
maternal uncle, Joseph Gompertz Monie- 
fiore. Both’ were British subjects domi- 
ciled in England. Mr. Montefiore was 
an adherent of the Jewish faith. Miss 
De Wilton was desirous of being 
admitied to the same fanh, but could not 
be so admitted ‘according to the rules 
of the synagogue to which Mr. Monte- 
fiore belonged. nor could she be married. 
They therefore went to Wiesbaden, in 
Germany, where, on August 20, 1876, 
they wem the form of civil! 
marriage, and afierwards of marriage 
according to the custom and practice of 
the Jews. At that time Miss De Wikon 
had not been formally admitted into the 
Jewish faith, But she was so admitted 
a Paris on Septembcr 17, 1876: and 
afterwards, on the same day. she there 
wemt through the form of marriage 
with Mr. Montefiore according to the 
Jewish custom and practice.

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RECLAIMING HULA 
VALLEY

Sir,—There ate a number of errors in 
the article in your issue of last week, by 
Mr. Bernard Kron, on the reclamation 
of the Hula Valley, which ought to be 
corrected. 

As far as the agreement concluded 
between the Ottoman Minister of Finance 
and Muhammad Omar Beyhum and 
Michel Sursock is concerned. the two 
Syrian Arabs did not have to pay a 
penny for the concession. only 
direct financial obligations undertaken by 
the original concessionaires, apart from 
the cost of drainage, were the payment of 
taxes and the purchase of the area at the 
rate of T£2 per Turkish dunam on com- 
pletion of reclamation. 

The writer's statement that “ this agree- 
ment was not carried owt, and the 
Concession was transferred to the Syrian- 
Ottoman Agricultural Company ™ gives a 
totally false impression. In “fact, under 
Article 14 of the agreement, the conces- 
sionaires were required to form such a 
company, and in March, 1918, the Otto- 
man Government recognised the Syro- 
Ouoman Agricultural Company as a 
properly constituted corporation. 

The Palestine Government formally 
approved the sale of the Concession to 
the Palestine Land Development Com- 
pany on September 29, 1934. The term

THE DECLINE OF YIDDISH

High German than is modern German. 
The only curious part in the Yiddish 
language is the formation of the plurals 
of substantives: I have tried for years 
to formulate a set of rules, but without 
the slightest success, for the exceptions 
always far outnumber the agreements.

decline only if the youth cease to speak 
it, but this is in fact happening all over 
the world. In Central and Eastern 
Europe, the older generation of Jews who 
have survived are often still Yiddish- 
speaking, but rarely so the youth, who are 
taught to regard it as part of the 
bourgeois past, and are assimilating fast. 

In Israel, the children learn and speak 
Hebrew, as indeed they must if they are 
to be taught together. Yiddish will live 
on with their parents, but they are 
assimilating to their new Hebrew culture. 

I know a number of Yiddish-speaking 
youngsters who, after three years in the 
country, have forgotten nearly all the 
Yiddish which was once their mame 
loshen, In addition, it does not even 
retain a sentimental ‘attraction for them — 
a as part of their terrible past which 
they are trying so hard to forget. 

In the galut, surely Mr. Fine cannot 
be including the youth among the 
Yiddish-speaking’ “ Jewish masses with 
which he claims that you are so out of 
touch? Only a very small minority of 
the younger generation have more than a 
rudimentary knowledge of the language, 
and most young Jews who wish to Icarn 
a Jewish language, study Hebrew. From

an academic point of view it already has 
a literature which compares very favour- 
ably with the Yiddish and which is 
growing fast. Moreover, it is the language 
of the Tenach, the tongue of prayer. 
Most important, it is the language of 
Israel, and is slowly replacing Yiddish as 
the lingua franca of the Jews. 

There are few who would not regret 
the decline of Yiddish into another 
Aramaic. It is too robust and earthy to 
die without a long struggle. but any 
successful drive for its revival must be 
Started by parents in their homes. 

For some Yiddish enthusiasts it will 
be little consolation that Hebrew has 
sprung once again into vigorous life. 
Others, perhaps, will decide that Hebrew, 
after all, is the language of the future 
and that their children would do better 
to learn that.

To begin with, it has a 
very fine literature—so fine, indeed, that 
translations from it are widely read in 
the non-Jewish world. en, the 
cadences and the intonation of the lan- 
guage are such as to be pleasing to the 
occidental ear. Thirdly, Yiddish has, at 
one time or another, been used as an 
language by than 
10,000,000 Jews. 

Your correspondent’s implied conten- 
tion that Yiddish is undesirable because 
of its German origin is, of course, non- 
sensical, for the logical development of 
such an argument would lead him to 
abandon the use. of English. More 
nonsensical, however, is his. sneer at Yid- 
dish as being “ devoid of all grammar.” 
If Mr. Geneen 1s, in fact, referring to 
the progressive elimination of inflexion 
in the language, then I would point out 
that this process is a sign of maturity 
rather than decadence im a language.

House to House 


EWISH Women’s Week, which 

ended last week, provided a new 

activity for many Jewish women. 
For the sake of those who are at 
present without homes, Jewish house- 
wives all over the country made it 
their duty and their privilege to call on 
the homes of their fellow-Jews and 
elicit their practical help, no less than 
their sympathy and interest, for the 
present occupants of the ma'‘abarot, 
the transitional work camps in which 
the new immigrants to Israel are 
temporarily housed. 

Jewish women generally seem to 
shrink from such a task. Although 
they participate very actively in all 
forms of fund raising for charitable 
purposes, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
they do not as a rule take kindly to 
the business of invading the homes of 
those with whom they are unacquain- 
ted, even for so lofty a purpose as 
that which rallied them during Jewish 
Women's Week. It speaks volumes 
both for the eloquence and. influence 
of the President of this effort, Mrs 
Sieff, that she induced so many shy 
Jewish housewives to help. 


Young and Old Helpers 


What were the reactions of Jewish 
women to this new experience? And 
what kind of reception were they 
accorded by their Jewish hosts 7? In the 
old days many Jewish women were 
very easily affronted by the hostility 
or indifference of Jewish families to 
Jewish national endeavour. Much 
water has flowed through many bitter 
rivers, and there is scarcely a Jewish 
family anywhere to-day that has been 
left untouched by the great tragedy 
of our people. Many of those on 
whom the women workers called last 
week are themselves immigrants who 
have found sanctuary in a land which 
is predominantly fair and just. To 
them it would seem that the care of 
other families driven out of their 
homes, and. suffering the imevitable 
hardships of camp life, must make an 
instant appeal. Yet the most outstand- 
ing feature of the campaign just con- 
cluded was the response of youth. 

lo the young or adolescent boy or 
girl. although he or she may have no 
personal knowledge of the horrors of 
persecution, there is none the less an 
almost magical appeal in aU that 
concerns Israel. They grasp eagerly 


the leaflets and pamphiets with illus- 
trations of life in that country. Their 
eyes dance with wonder and enthu- 
siasm at the sunshine bathing their 
brothers and sisters in Israel. And 
their appeal to their parents, and their 
undisguised disgust if the donation 
should be less than they thought 
roper, must have been important 
actors in the result of the campaign. 

Jewish women who canvassed during 
Jewish Women's Weck have made 
two very important discoveries. They 
have learnt their own dignity and their 
own worth, even in the role of suppli- 
cant, And even more wonderful, they 
have unearthed jn the youth of our 
people a hidden wealth of Jewish 
support and a hunger for every kind 
of information on all that concerns 
Israel. 

They can faithfully report to their 
leaders that a golden opportunity 
awaits those capable of telling the 
story of Israel to the young people of 
Anglo-Jewry.

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YOUNG ISRAEL 
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LAG B’OMER 
By “ AUNTIE” 
N the second Seder night we 
always begin to count the Omer 
and we do so each night for 
49 nights. The fiftieth night is 


Shavuot. But next Thursday, the 
33rd day of the counting, is a red- 
letter day, and you will soon see why. 

First, let me explain the word 
“Omer” itself. It really means a 
sheaf or measure of barley which was 
offered in the days of the Temple as 
a thank-offering for the first fruits. 
The barley harvest starts in Nisan in 
Israel, and it is only seven weeks unti! 
the wheat ts. ripe. So these seven 
weeks were vital to the farmers and 
much work had to be done, as the 
corn grew quickly and had to be 
gathered in as it ripened. 

The Omer, you see, was originally 
a joyous period—full of premise in 
reaping the fruits of what each man 
had sown. - But Umes changed, and 
the Omer period was marked by 
terrible events. To give two examples : 
the First Crusade began during this 
period, in 1096;. the cruel -“ May 
laws” enacted by the Tsar of Russia 
operated during the Omer of 1882. So 
our original period of joy turned inté 
days filled with sad memories——except 
for one day, the 18th day of Iyar, 
which is the Scholars’ Feast.

you would find the schools closed and 
the teachers and children in the fields. 
holding a celebration, with dancing 
and song. 

And here is the reason for the cele- 
bration: In the time of Titus when 
the Second Temple was destroyed, 
there was bitter, hard fighting. The 
Emperor Hadrian had introduced 
harsh laws against Judaism, such as 
forbjdding the use of the Tallit or 
Mezzuzah or even the observance of 
the Sabbath. But, after many years of 
persecution, the Jews revolied, and 
Rabbi Akiba himself organised the 
young students. He gathered round 
him 10,000 youths, all inspired with 
the love of the Torah, and all ready 
to help in freeing their country from 
the tyrant king. Another prominent 
figure was Bar Kochba. who led the 
people in a number of victorious 
battles against the Romans. 


The Scholars’ Feast 


Akiba reorganised the Jewish State 
and even had’ coins minted, inscribed 
with the words “Freedom of Jeru- 
salem.” But a mysterious plague 
broke out among the scholars who 
followed Rabbi Akiba and many of 
them perished. Tradition tells us that 
the plague stopped on the 33rd day of 
the Omer, and ever since then this day 
has been a children’s holiday called 
the Scholars’ Feast. 

Bar Kochba fought on bravely. but 
was killed later in the Battle of Bethar 
(near Jerusalem). 

Rabbi Akiba was taken prisoner by 
the Romans, brought to tral, and 
executed. But before he died, and in 
spite of the pain he endured from the 
tortures inflicted on him, he recited 
the Shema. 

A third hero whom we. always 
associate with Omer days ' was one of 
Rabbi Akiba’s pupils, Rabbi Simeon 
hen Yochai. According to tradition he 
died on Ivar 18 and. before his death, 
asked his pupils never to observe his 
anniversary in sadness. On this day 
in. Israel, you may see thousands of 
pilgrims at the grave of Rabbi Simeon

This list of inquiries is nowhere near 
exhaustive, and although history is said 
to repeat itself, the truth is that it is 
always inventing novel and even incon- 
ceivable situations. ‘We always expect to 
hear of new and fantastic perplexities. 

I must say we learn much, very much 
from the people who call on us for all

PROVISIONS OF FINANCE BILL 


I feel impelled to refer to Section 32 of the 
Finance Bill now before Parliament, which secks 
to make it unlawful for a company Ww Move 
its residence outside the United Kingdom or w 
form its overseas branches into subsidiary com- 
panies, and even seeks to control the capitalixa- 
tion of overseas companies within the jurisdic. 
tion of Colonial, Dominion, and forcign gdvern- 
ments. These prohibitions apply. even although 
the avoidance of liability to imcome tax or 
orofits tax is only indirect and incidental, which 
virtually means, if the Bill becomes law. that in 
futute no overseas branch can be converted into 
a company formed under the local laws and 
managed by local directors, save with the per- 
mission of the Treasury. 


Your company has continvousiv expanded 
during its forty-nine years of ¢timence. This 
steady growth has been dr. to cuany factors, not 
the feast of which has bee» Lae policy adopted 
early on (when taxation ~as hot an important 
consideration) of incvrporating subsidiaries 
abroad to take over and carry On the brsiness 
of the parent company. This has uridountedly 
proved to be the right policy politically and 
coonomically. and would be the right policy for 
young. growing companies developing busines«cs 
abroad in the future. If the provisions of the 
Finance Bill become law. this process will be 
subject to the uncontroiied veto of the Treasury 
There is grave danecr. particularly under present 
conditions of high taxation, that proper weiet 
will not be given to the broad reasons of policy 
which determine such developmcnts, as agains 
the short-term logs of revenuc. 


As to the future prospects of your company. 
I can say that the demand for its products and 
those of its subsidiary and associated companics

The Knesset on Monty passed 
a Bill fixing Sabbath as the compulsory 
day of rest for workers and the number 

of working hours per week at 47. 
The Religious Bloc failed in its 
attempts to arrange for an additional 
half-holiday in mid-week so that the 
people might religiously observe Shabbat 


and also have time for recreational 
pursuits. 
Co-operatives, not being technically 


workers, are exempt from observing the 
compulsory day of rest. Civil Servants 
are also exempt if the heads of their 
respective ministries consider __ their 
services on Shabbat are essential. 

Otherwise, only the Minister of Labour 
has power to exempt from the compul- 
sory day of resi any industry or indi- 
vidual if. in the Minister's discretion. 
the granting of such exemption its of 
importance to the security of economy 
of the State. 

An order to make work general on 
Sabbath can be made only as a result of 
a joint decision by the Prime Minister 


and the Ministers of Labour and 
Religious Affairs. 

On this latter point, the Religious Bloc 
put forward an amendment to add io 
this section the words “with the con. 
sent of the Minister of Religious Affairs © 
as they claimed that the present wording 
Phe for a decision by all three 

inisters, puts him permanently in 4 
minority. The Religious Bloc 
opposed other clauses. They asseried 
that the other members of the Coalition 
had agreed that the observance of Sabh- 
bath and the Festivals would be «afc. 
guarded, and that this law would destroy 
such observance. ; 

The Religious Bloc stressed that the 
Rabbinate had agreed that war or a rea! 
emergency would automatically chanye 
the situation. 

The final session of the first Knesset 
elected in the State of Israel began on 
Monday afternoon. During the present 
session several other controversial issues 
will have to be deak with, including the 
amendment to the National Service Act 
to permit the conscription of religious 
women: and the Bill to give equality of 
rights to women 


INDEPENDENCE DAY 
Three Years of Progress

JERUSALEM 
Israel's Independence Day last week 
was an occasion for reviewing the 

achievements of the past three years. 
At the end of March last there were 
1,260,000 Jews in the State, as compared 
with 650,000 when the Siate was pro- 
claimed. There are now 590 settlements 
as compared with 333: and 3,500,000 
dunams of land are under cultivation as 


compared with 1,650,000 in May, 1948. 


Of the new setilements, 78 have been 
established by immigrants from Eastern 
Europe: 54 by Sabras: 46 by Yemeni 
immigrants: 32 by North African Jews; 
eight by immigrants from Britain and 
English-speaking countries: eight by 
Iragi Jews: eight by Bulgarians; seven 
by Persian Jews: five by wnmigranis 
from Turkey; four by Yugoslavs: and 
two each by Jews from India and South 
America. 


Military Parade 


The -most .noticeable achievement was 
the development of the army. All aims 
of the service took part in the military 
parade and march past in Jerusalem 
where President Weizmann took the 
salute. First came the presentation by 
Dr. Weizmann of the army's new colours 
——@ dark blue banner with the national! 
flag in one corner and the army emblem 
in the other. Then the thousands who 
had flocked intothe capital for the parade 
saw the smartly turned out colour parties, 
followed by contingents of infantrymen, 
sailors, and airmen, paratroopers with 
their vivid red berets, a minority 
detachment of Druses, representatives of 
Hagana, port police, and civilian police. 
the Gadna (youth corps). army nurses 
and unis of the Army Medical Corps. 
a communications unin with its “ walkic- 
talkie’ sets, a unit of Chen, the 
women’s army corps, and a detachment 
of sappers with mine-detonating appara- 
tus and flame-throwers. Bringing up the 
rear were Mblitary. Naval, and Ajr 
Force Police and a squadron of civil 
mounted police. 

These represented only the foot ser- 
vices. Behind them came the mechanised 
forces. Sherman tanks rumbled along 
followed by anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
guns. armoured jceps and finally, the 
half-tracks. ‘Planes gave a display over- 
head. 


GREEK-ISRAEL RELATIONS 
Little Improvement Since 1949

ATHENS 

Many of the 7.500 Greek Jews who 
survived the Nazi occupation assembled 
in synagogues throughout Greece on 
Sunday to celebrate Israel's Independence 
Day. The ceremony in the synagogue 
here was attended: by representatives of 
the Greek Government and of the muni- 
cipality, 

But despite this display of friendshi 
by Greek officials for the State of wee § 
it is a regrettable fact that Greek-Israeli 
relations have not improved greatly 
since de facto recognition was extended 
to the new State by the Greek Govern- 
ment in March, 1949. Full recognition 
has not yet been accorded. 

Observers here feel that Israc! might 
make efforts to improve its relations with 
Greece by strengthening its representa- 
here. At present, Mr, Asher 
Moissis, a Greek lawyer and former 
President of the Salonika Jewish com- 
munity, is acting as the Israeli representa- 
tative. But he ts planning. to leave 


Greece shortly, and it is hoped here that - 


the Israelis will appoint a senior Foreign 
Office official to replace him. 


PLANS FOR CONGRESS

JERUSALEM 

The Zionist Congress will open on 
Mount Herzl, in Jerusalem, on Augus 
14. Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, Chairman of the 
Organisation Department of the Jewish 
Agency. said on Tuesday. Subsequen 
meetings will be held in the Convention 
Centre, he added. 

Four hundred and ninety-five delegates 
will attend, 210 of them from Israc! 
One million nine hundred thousand 
shekelholders will be represemed 
including 665,000 from Isracl. 

Equipment will be provided for simu'- 
taneous translations of the proceedings 
into English, French, Hebrew, and 
Yiddish. 

A committee representing the Execu. 
tives in Jerusalem and New York, and 
the political parties, has decided thai the 
four main problems before Congress 
are: the Zionist Organisation's field o! 
work: relations between the Organisation 
and the Israeli Government; organim- 
tional changes im the movement abroad: 
and the Zionist funds. 

The Knesset ve a first reading on 
Tuesday fo a Bil providing for the 
supervision by the Government of ciec- 
tions to public bodies. This arose as a 
result of the Zionist Organisations 
reques for the supervision of Congress 
elections in Israel on Jone 13.
